A damage suit for $10,600 was 
filed against the P. C. C. C. and 
St. L. 
and the Pennsy lvania 
railroad in Rush circuit court 
Friday m orning by Benjam in M. 
Perry of near Falm outh. The 
suit is the outgrow th of a train- 
automobile collision last August 
27 between Perry ’s m achine and 
a Pennsy lvania freight train at 
the Willow street crossing here. 
The suit sets out th a t the 
Pennsy lvania railroad runs diag­ 
onally through the city of Rush­ 
ville, northeast and southwest. 
At the Willow street crossing, on 
the south side of the tracks and 
on the east side of the street 
there are two large trees and a 
house, the plaintiff states. The 
trees were in full foliage on Aug­ 
ust 27 and a traveler going north 
on the street could see nothing 
on the railroad until he was very 
near the tracks, the com plaint 
alleges. 
At 11:30 in the m orning on 
the date mentioned, the plaintiff 
said th a t he was driving 
his 
Nash sedan north on Willow 
street at a slow and careful rate, 
which is estim ated to have been 
between 5 and 10 miles per hour. 
He asserts th a t he observed us­ 
ual precautions at the railroad 
crossing but th at he heard or saw 
no train. 
When he was on the tracks, 
Perry states th a t he saw a string 
of freight cars pulled by a loco­ 
motive which was reversed and 
running backward, coming from 
the northeast. There was no time 
for him to drive off the crossing 
after he saw the approaching lo­ 
comotive, Perry contends, and a 
collision resulted. He states th at 
his automobile, and he inside it, 
was dragged down the track for 
th irty feet. 
As a result he was cut and 
bruised, and 
suffered internal 
injuries, he claims, and his ner­ 
vous sy stem was affected. 
He 
states th a t he is perm anently in­ 
jured and has been unable to 
work since -the accident. He is 
suing the railroad for $10,000 for 
personal injuries, and $600 for 
dam age done to his car.

CHINESE AVIATION 
FIELDS ARE BOMBED 


Ja pa nese Pla nes Beg in At­ 
ta ck o n Different Airpo rts 
Aro und Sha ng ha i. 


Shanghai (Saturday ) Feb. 27 
(A.P.)— In a slashing counter 
attack just after m idnight the 
Chinese arm y drove the enemy 
out of the M iaochangchem sec­ 
tor this m orning and held on 
against the desultory m achine 
gun fire. 
“We can’t claim any great 
gain,” said the Chinese com­ 
m anding general in an early 
m orning bulletin, “but the out­ 
come of Friday ’s fighting was 
more th an gratify ing.” 
W hen the fury of the attack 
had spent itself the sector sub­ 
sided into relative q uiet and on 
the Chapei front there were only 
occasional outbursts of artillery 
and rifle fire. 
On the Kiangwan front, where 
the Japanese had threatened to 
“bomb them dut or starve them 
out” 
th e 
bewildered 
Chinese 
were holding the town against 
the greater part of the attack ­ 
ing army . 


Shanghai, 
Feb. 
2 6 
(A.P.) — 
Japanese troops, 
a d va nc i ng 
against m achine gun fire, sur­ 
rounded the town of K iangw an 
a few m inutes before m idnight 
tonight. 
“If we can’t' bomb them out 
we’ll starve them out,” said a 
spokesman at Japanese head­ 
q uarters. 
The Chinese resistance was so 
stubborn th a t starvation ap­ 
peared to be the only weapon 
which 
could 
succeed 
against 
them . 
The spokesman said the Ja p­ 
anese losses in the past 24 hours 
of heavy fighting were 120 killed 
and wounded.

What I have said formerly in 
this column concerning miracles 
applies with even greater force 
to this miracle of the raising of 
Lazarus from the dead. If we 
could explain it, it would not be 
a miracle. 
In the presence of the miracu­ 
lous there will alway s be those 
who find it easy to believe and 
those for whom belief is diffi­ 
cult. Discussion of belief and 
unbelief in relation to such mat­ 
ters can help very little. 
Fortunately the miracles re­ 
corded in the New Testament 
take us very q uickly bey ond the 
miracle to the spiritual truth 
and the wonder-working power 
of the new life in Jesus. 
* * # * 
If these miracles were simply 
and only stories of magic, we 
should have little reason to 
drew upon them for the enrich­ 
ment of our religious lives. It 
is the fact that they are asso­ 
ciated with the life and teach­ 
ing of Jesus that gives them sig­ 
nificance. 
The power of Jesus to give 
new life to dead bodies would be 
little if we had no faith in his 
power to bring life to dead souls. 
Our own age reveals strange 
and intense contrasts in the re­ 


action of various minds to the 
miracles. 
Apart from the two extremes 
of those who take the literal and 
traditional view and the so- 
called “modernists” who believe 
that the realities of Christian 
faith and teaching do not de­ 
pend upon the literal acceptance 
of the stories of miracles, we 
find two attitudes or tempers. 
There are those whose atti­ 
tude might be called that of ma­ 
terial science, who see every ­ 
thing in the world operating 
within the realm of law, and of 
laws, the effects of which can be 
measured and stated in mater­ 
ial form. 
x 
* * * * 
But we see, also, intelligent 
men and women who believe 
that the laws of the universe are 
not confined to material effects 
that can be measured. They be­ 
lieve that we are in a world of 
spirit, 
and 
that 
phenomena 
q uite as remarkable as the mir­ 
acles described in the New Tes­ 
tament are happening in the 
world today . 
The conflict between these two 
attitudes and tempers is exceed­ 
ingly keen, but it cannot be said 
that the eminent and the intel­ 
ligent are wholly upon one side. 
Such men as the late Conan 
Doy le, and Sir Oliver Lodge, 
have had implicit faith in spir­ 
itual powers and forces that op­ 
erate in q uite as remarkable 
way s as the raising of Lazarus 
from the dead.

If we do not believe in thè life- 
giving power of Jesus Christ and 
find the life that he gives, our 
belief or unbelief about any ­ 
thing else has little importance.

Although well-design ed gard­ 
en s are becomin g n umerous most 
home own ers are con ten t with 
the layout of their home groun ds 
which was given them by the 
subdivider. That is, they accept 
the sidewalks, back fen ce an d 
side boun daries as sufficien t de­ 
lin eation of their garden area 
an d proceed to plan t little or 
much within this area without 
further attem pt at design . 
In some cases there is resist­ 
an ce to the idea of design in g, a 
feelin g that outdoors calls for in ­ 
formality, an d that an y in terfer­ 
en ce with haphazard arran ge­ 
men t is stiff an d preten tious. It 
may be so, in deed, but on the 
other han d, a really beautiful ex ­ 
pression of the feelin g of in ­ 
formality in a garden calls for 
a degree of design in g skill much 
greater than formality an d stiff­ 
n ess require. 
A house might be built without 
design . The win dows might be of 
varyin g sizes an d placed without 
con sideration of balan ce. The 
rooms might 
be of irregular 
shapes an d the con tour of the 
roof un studied. Such a house 
would n ot be an y more “in form­ 
al" than perhaps a majority of 
our home groun ds. Yet few would 
con sen t to live in it. The revolt

After a few years a 
mistake in tree plan tin g is diffi­ 
cult to correct. Nothin g gives 
more beauty to the home than 
well-placed 
trees 
or 
detracts 
more than badly placed trees. 
The first object in plan tin g 
trees is to create a picture by 
framin g the house an d givin g i t ! 
backgroun d. Tall trees should 
n ot be plan ted in fron t of the 
house where they will screen the 
view un less it is desired to hide i 
some portion of the buildin g. A 
secon dary object in tr$e plan t­ 
in g is to provide shade.

Clo uds o f dust and gas, the dark patches in the masses o f stars, 
are spread all thro ugh nearby space as sho wn by dark spo ts in 
two lo wer pictures. The recent disco v ery that these dark patches 
are dense eno ugh to dim the light o f distant stars upsets calcu­ 
latio ns o f the size o f the univ erse, indicating it may be smaller 
than hitherto believ ed. 


Clues to th e dust and gas 
clo uds and th eir abso rptio n o f 
ligh t came fro m study o f th e 2,- 
000,000 spiral nebulae far o ut in 
space. Th e spiral nebulae lo o k 
so meth ing like a spinning Fo urth 
o f July pinwh eel. 
Th ey are sh aped like a giant 
w atch spring o f a h uge slice o f 
jelly-ro ll. 
Many bulge at th e 
center like a cartw h eel’s h ub. 
Our cartwh eel aggregatio n o f 
stars pro bably is similar to th ese 
nebulae. 
Ph o to graph s o f th e nebulae 
sh o w dark clo ud masses be­ 
tween th e lumino us arms, a r­ 


ranged so mewhat as the jelly is 
placed between the cake lay ers 
in a slice o f jelly ro ll. 
Study ing dark patches in the 
nearby cartwheel, astro no mers 
hav e fo und they are similar 
clo uds o f dust and gas. Thick­ 
ness o f the clo ud bands in the 
o ther nebulae giv es a clue to the 
thickness o f tho se in o ur o wn 
and the amo unt o f light they 
must abso rb. 
Other nebulae can be seen as 
a unit, while astro no mers can 
see o ur o wn univ erse o nly fro m 
the inside, much as a fly o n the 
spo ke o f a wheel sees the wheel.
